TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  &  MEMBERS  OF  THE  LOUTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1972. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  will  he  the  last  Medical  Officer 
of  Health's  report  in  its  present  form  for  the  Rural  District,  it  is  of 
interest  to  examine  a  report  of  R.  Domenichetti  M.D.  who  was  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Louth  Union  Rural  Sanitary  District  in  1885.  In 
this,  the  thirteenth  annual  report  for  the  District  he  was  able  to  show  a 
downward  trend  in  Tuberculosis  deaths.  In  1877  there  were  33  deaths.  In 
1885  there  were  21  deaths.  This  he  attributed  to  an  improvement  in  housing 
conditions. 

Council  house  building  was  then  a  thing  of  the  future  and  any 
improvement  was  the  result  of  private  building.  Improvement  also  resulted 
from  the  >migration  of  farm  workers  to  the  towns  and  there  was  no  longer 
any  need  for  the  worst  property  to  be  occupied. 

Attempts  to  improve  water  supplies  were  also  occupying  the 
attentions  of  the  Sanitary  District  &  new  bores  were  being  sunk  at 
different  villages. 

The  association  between  contaminated  water  supplies  and  Typhoid 
Fever  was  felt  reasonably  certain  at  this  time,  but  they  made  the  mistake 
of  also  associating  Diptheria  with  faulty  sanitation  and  this  misunder¬ 
standing  persisted  until  quite  recent  times. 

Despite  the  high  death  rate  at  this  period  there  was  evidence 
that  the  rate  for  Lincolnshire  wan  better  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole. 

To  turn  now  to  the  present  day  and  to  1972  in  particular  there 
were  333  births  in  the  year.  This  gives  a  live  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  of  17.4. 

When  standardised  for  comparative  purposes  this  becomes  17.9 
and  can  now  be  compared  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  which 
was  14.8.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  for  the  Rural  District  thus  remains 
higher  than  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales.  This  same  pattern  has  been 
followed  for  at  least  the  past  ten  years.

Illegitimate  live  births  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total 
live  births  numbered  6.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  9. 

This  percentage  has  remained  fairly  constant  over  at  least  the 
past  10  years. 

Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  227  giving  a  Death  Rate  of  11.9 
per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 

This  becomes  when  standardised  for  comparative  purposes  12.1. 

The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  also  12.1,  The  death  rate  in  the  past 
has  usually  been  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  Infant  Deaths,  that  is 
deaths  of  children  under  1  year  old,  numbered  8.  This  gives  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  live  births  of  24.  The  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  is  17. 

The  numbers  involved  are  small  so  no  great  importance  can  be 
attached  to  them. 

There  v/ere  49  deaths  from  Malignant  Disease.  This  follows  the 
pattern  of  recent  years. 

In  both  men  and  women  Coronary  type  Heart  Disease  was  the 
commonest  cause  of  death  followed  by  Malignant  Disease. 

Measles  is  still  by  far  the  commonest  notifiable  disease  and 
the  response  to  immunization  is  probably  not  as  good  in  rural  areas.  This 
may  be  partly  the  result  of  transport  difficulties  to  the  Doctors  Surgery 
or  to  the  Clinic. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  rapid  strides  in  sanitation  in  the 
Rural  District  in  the  last  few  years.  Also  the  conversion  to  mains  of 
some  of  the  larger  private  water  supplies.  There  are  still  however  a 
considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  rural  area  which  have  individual 
private  supplies  of  varying  standard.  Some  of  these  houses,  owing  to 
their  isolated  positions,  are  a  very  long  wa y  from  a  mains  supply. 

The  demand  for  housing  is  as  great  as  ever  but  tends  to  be 
concentrated  in  areas  which  are  not  too  isolated.  Transport  difficulties 
have  a  great  inhibiting  effect  on  life  in  the  mare  isolated  areas,  unless 
the  individual  runs  a  can. 

The  importance  of  good  housing  today  is  no  less  important  than 
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It  is  very  difficult  for  a  person  to  improve  their  way  of  life 
when  living  in  poor  housing  conditions. 

The  intermediate  accommodation  provided  by  the  Rural  District 
provided  a  useful  service  in  the  years  it  was  in  operation.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  a  suitable  replacement  can  be  found  before  the  amalgamation 
of  the  districts. 

I  have  made  some  mention  of  environmental  dhanges  in  the  past 
100  years  which  have  contributed  to  increased  health.  Let  us  not  forget 
however  another  most  important  factor  dependent  on  the  active  co¬ 
operation  of  parents.  That  is,  immunisation  starting  at  six  months  with 
Diptheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis.  Continuing  with 
Measles  at  one  year  of  age  and  continuing  still  further  with  German 
Measles  (girls  only)  at  12  years  and  with  Tuberculosis  at  13  years. 

I  would  like  to  conclude  by  thanking  Mr.  Child  and  his  staff 
for  their  help  through  the  year.  Also  to  wish  Councillor  Marshall  a 
speedy  recovery  and  to  thank  him  and  other  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

The  Louth  Health  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  is  the  local  headquarters  for  the  health  services 
provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 

The  main  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  now  held  at  the  surgeries  of 
the  two  practices  in  the  town  and  are  carried  out  by  the  General 
Practitioners  themselves  with  a  Clinic  Health  Visitor  in  attendance. 

A  morning  is  available  at  the  Health  Clinic  twice  a  month  when 
mothers  and  babies  from  Rural  areas  may  attend. 

A  Child  Guidance  Service  is  provided  at  the  Clinic.  Children 
who  are  experiencing  emotional  difficulties  at  school  or  at  pre-school 
age  are  seen  with  their  parents  and  an  effort  is  made  to  modify  the 
influonces  which  are  affecting  them  adversely.  This  requires  close 
co-operation  between  the  Child  Psychiatrist,  the  Psychiatric  Social 
Worker  and  the  Educational  Psychologist. 

The  Speech  Therapist  treats  cases  of  defective  speech  found  at 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  schools  and  also  cases  referred  by  the  hospital 
consultants . 

The  Clinic  has  been  the  headquarters  for  School  Medical  Officers 
who  examine  schoolchildren  at  different  periods  during  their  school 
life  and  who  keep  those  children  requiring  it,  under  surveillance. 

Other  children  are  referred  for  treatment.  Immunisation  at  the  schools 
is  provided  against  tuberculosis  and  German  measles  (in  girls). 

There  is  great  demand  for  the  Chiropody  Service.  There  is 
difficulty  in  meeting  this  at  the  moment  owing  to  diminution  in  staff.

The  Clinic  forms  the  headquarters  for  the  area  for  its  District 
Nurses  and  Midwires  who  are  avail able  to  assist  the  family  doctors. 

They  are  under  the  direction  cf  a  Nursing  Officer. 

The  Health  Visitors  for  the  neighbouring  areas  are  also  based  at 
the  Clinic.  All  three  have  some  attachment  to  Group  Practices  in  the 
area.  Tney  play  an  invaluable  part  in  detecting  medical  and  social 
ills  and  in  seeing  that  they  are  dealt  with;  also  in  giving  advice 
on  medical  matters* 

The  Clinic  provides  a  dental-  service  for  school  children  and 
expectant  mothers  in  the  area.  For  those  children  who  have  abnormal 
jaw  and  tooth  formation,  treatment  is  provided  by  a  visiting  ortho¬ 
dontist.

The  mains  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  East  Lines.  Water  Board. 

It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  supplies  are 
hard  and  there  is  no  trouble  with  plumbo  solvency.  The  fluoride

There  are  6,228  houses  supplied  from  the  Public  Mains  with  taps 
in  the  house  and  there  are  14  supplied  by  standpipes  or  outside  taps. 

There  are  SO"'  houses  supplied  from  private  sources  and  of  these 
there  are  93  where  the  ..apply  is  not  inside  the  house. 

Twenty-one  samples  were  taken  from  the  Public  supplies  and  one  of 
these  was  unsat is factory  but  proved  satisfactory  on  retaking  the 
specimen. 

Thirty-nine  samples  were  taken  from  the  Private  supplies  and  12 
of  these  were  unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  private  supplies  are 
dealt  with  by  varying  methods,  such  as  flushing  out  the  well  with 
chlorine  water,  installing  -’hlorinating  systems,  relining  bores  or 
sinking  .new  bores  in  intractable  cases. 

There  were  28  houses  with  privy  vaults  in  the  district  and  500  with 
pail  closets,  There  were  6,614  houses  with  water  closets. 

New  severe  have  been  laid  in  the  North  End  of  Grimoldby  and  in 
South  Cockering!  on  and  an  extension  was  made  to  the  Manby  Sewage  disposal 
works.

Work  was  commenced  on  the  laying  of  sewers  in  the  central  area 
scheme,  i.e.  covering  the  villages  of  Eotherby,  Utterby,  Ludborough, 
Fulstow,  Covenham  St.  Bartholomew  and  St.  Mary,  Yarburgh,  Alvingham 
and  North  Cockerington.  The  final  main  sewer  runs  into  Louth  Borough 
Sewage  works  for  treatment. 

The  following  districts  are  in  need  of  sewage  disposal  schemes  in 
particular  -  G-reat  Carlton,  Little  Carlton,  G-ayton-le-Marsh,  Beesby, 
Strubby,  Maltby-le-Marsh  and  South  Somercotes. 

The  abstraction  of  water  from  the  water  system  in  the  low  lying 
areas  for  drinking  purposes  has  made  hygiene  sewage  disposal  more 
important  than  ever.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  Report  for  1972. 

It  may  well  be  my  last  report  and  the  final  one  to  be  made  to  the 
Louth  Rural  District  Council. 

If  circumstances  permit,  I  will  do  my  best  to  write  a 
report  for  1973*  It  is  likely  to  be  a  rather  brief  precis  of  the 
year's  events,  but  it  will  at  least  complete  the  cycle  and  leave 
no  gap  between  the  East  Lindsey  Council  assuming  control  and  this 
Council  relinquishing  it. 

This  year  we  have  again  seen  an  unprecedented  increase  in 
the  number  of  planning  applications  and  improvement  grants.  This 
has  meant  that  other  duties  have  had  to  be  severely  cut  back,  in 
particular,  slum  clearance,  inspection  of  food  premises,  caravan 
sites  and  factories. 

By  working  considerable  overtime,  it  was  found  possible  to 
complete  the  Housing  Survey  authorised  by  the  Council  in  1970  at  the 
request  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  with  the  deadline  of 
October  1st,  and  I  am  indeed  grateful  to  those  members  of  my  staff 
who  carried  out  this  work.  To  date,  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
collate  this  information  in  a  form  suitable  for  presentation  to  the 
Coiumittees  concerned. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  sewerage  schemes 
and  housing  for  aged  persons.  The  Central  trea  Scheme  (Fotherby, 
Utterby,  Ludbo rough,  Fulstow,  Covenham  St.  Mary  and  St.  Bartholomew, 
Yarburgh,  Alvingham  and  Lorth  Cockerington)  was  some  50,  complete 
at  the  year  end  and  considerable  progress  was  made  with  the 
Donington-on-Bain  Scheme.  At  Grainthorpe,  the  Group  Dwellings 
(Mill  Garth)  were  well  advanced,  but  our  hopes  of  having  these 
occupied  by  Christmas  failed  to  be  fulfilled. 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  advice  made  available  by  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  Clerk  and  the  Treasurer.  The  interest  of  the 
Chairmen  of  Committees  and  Councillors  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  has  been  greatly  appreciated,  as  always. 
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To  iay  staff,  I  can  only  say  'thank  you'  for  all  the  good 
work  so  ally  performed  during  the  year  in  the  face  of  an  ever 
increasing  work  load  and  the  shadow  of  local  government  re-organisa¬ 
tion  in  1974-

Approved  applications  for  "Improvement  Grants" 
totalled  73,  an  increase  of  135/-  on  the  previous 
year,  and  "Standard  Grants"  16.  During  the  year, 

36  "Improvement  Grants"  and  18  "Standard  Grant" 
schemes  were  completed. 

This  now  brings  the  completed  Improvement  Grant  and 
Standard  Grant  schemes  to  a  total  of  1,565,  or 
approximately  one  fifth  of  all  the  houses  in  the 
district . 

The  Housing  Survey,  authorised  by  the  Council,  has 
now  been  completed  and  the  Department  of  the  Environ¬ 
ment  has  been  notified  of  the  results. 

A  total  of  6,679  houses,  built  before  1948,  were  checked 
during  the  survey.  Some  611  houses  were  classified  as 
being  unfit  and  incapable  of  improvement;  eighty  of 
these  were  already  subject  to  Demolition  Orders. 

The  number  of  houses  coming  up  to  the  "twelve  point" 
standard  of  fitness  was  4,903  and  402  of  these  were 
administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence. 

There  are  1,165  properties  which  are  considered  to  be 
capable  of  improvement  with  the  aid  of  grants  and 
provided  public  sewerage  facilities  become  available. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work,  it  has  been  found  impossible 
to  break  these  figures  down  into  parishes  and  to  give 
a  properly  collated  and  comprehensive  report  to  the 
Housing  and  Public  Health  and  ,?orks  Committee. 

TOWN  ADD  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACTS 

ADD  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 

A  total  of  1,062  applications  were  received  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  47>-  on  the  previous  year 
and  due  entirely  to  house  building  in  the  rjrivate 
sector  and  improvement  grants. 

This  has  placed  more  than  a  considerable  burden  on 
an  already  overworked  office  staff  and  has  meant 
that  other  work  has  been  neglected  or  cut  to  the 
very  minimum. 

Statutory  time  limits  are  concerned  with  both  Planning 
and  Building  Regulation  applications  and  due  regard 
must  be  paid  to  this  by  the  Council ' s  Building 
Inspectors  and  other  staff. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 

This  service  is  now  available  in  some  52  villages  and 
the  Council's  policy  of  extension  continues.  During 
the  year,  lighting  was  made  available  in  the  villages 
of  South  ,'illingham  and  part  of  Saltfleetby  All  Saints; 
some  294  lights  were  converted  from  tungsten  to  mercury 
vapour  lighting  in  ten  other  villages. 


FOOD  Pitml  IISES 

The  control  and  supervision  of  those  premises  within 
the  provisions  of  the  food  Hygiene  Regulations  has 
continued  with  a  total  of  only  128  inspections,  less 
than  half  the  number  made  in  the  previous  year.

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The  141  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum 
spirit  have  been  regularly  visited  and  minor 
breaches  of  the  regulations  put  to  right.

The  Grimoldby ,  hanby,  South  Cockerington  Sewerage 
Scheme  was  completed  during  the  year  and  excellent 
progress  was  made  on  the  Central  Area  Scheme  with 
a  good  5 Oh  of  the  work  completed  by  the  year  end. 

At  Donington-on-Bain,  the  new  scheme  got  off  to  a 
good  start  and  it  is  hoped  that  both  this  and  the 
Central  Area  Scheme  will  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  1973- 

These  are  most  likely  to  be  the  last  such  schemes 
undertaken  by  the  Council  and  one  can  only  hope 
that  the  new  Anglian  Regional  Water  Authority  will 
carry  on  this  very  important  and  necessary  work. 

EMPTYING  SERVICE 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continues  to  be  of 
great  value  in  maintaining  reasonable  conditions  in 
many  villages  where  mains  sewerage  is  not  likely  to 
be  available  within  the  foreseeable  future.  During 
the  year  1,352  septic  tank  emptyings  were  effected, 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  helped  by  the 
Gas  Terminal  at  Theddlethorpe  at  long  last  being 
connected  to  the  Ilablethorpe  U.D.C.'s  sewerage  system. 

There  are  44  sites  licensed  embracing  a  total  of  1,071 
caravans.  The  co-operation  of  site  operators  has  been 
good  and  conditions  on  sites  of  a  high  standard.  Thirty 
five  minor  contraventions  during  570  visits  were  remedied. 

The  only  tenting  site  in  the  area  has  been  extremely 
well  patronised  during  the  year  and,  over  the  late 
Summer  holidajr,  had  to  be  used  as  an  emergency  site 
for  caravans  at  the  instigation  of  the  police. 

I  LECTION 

In  providing  this  service  to  some  6,719  dwellings,  to 
one  Royal  ^ir  Force  Station  on  Contract,  and  various 
holiday  and  residential  caravan  sites,  approximately 
3,300  bins  are  collected  weekly  in  the  summer  time 
and  3,100  in  the  winter  months.  The  estimated  amount 
of  domestic  refuse  disposed  of  totalled  5810  tons  and 
some  125  tons  of  trade  waste  was  also  dealt  with. 
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pest  control 

The  one  Operative  engaged  on  this  important 
work  has  surveyed  469  premises  and  treated 
179*  A  total  estimated  8,280  rats  were 
destroyed.
